A "Pat" Caught.—Iti another place 


will be found an account of the arrest 
and committal lo^uil, on yesterday, of 
a man giving tbo name of McCurdy, on 
tho charge of forgery. Last night the 
fellow sent for Marshal Prlnglo, and lo 
uim owned'that ha had forged the miles 
which be had tried to pass, and said to 
the oOlcer that two other men were 
engaged in tho transaclion will) him— 
one named John McQuiro, who be

He was taken 
in charge by the otllcers and brought lo 
town, and was conducted to the ofuce 
of Justice Peake, where ho bad a pre- 
liminary examination. 
The prisoner, 


McCurdy, was brought out from the jail 
and testified ut length as to how, whcn 
and whoru himself, McGulru, and tbo 
man Humphrey, who is now misting, 
had planned the forgery and carried it 
into execution. He also owned to hav- 
ing got Mr. Litslnborgor to till up tho 
notes, but gave Thursday as tho day 
ou which It wak doue instead of Sat- 
urday. He said that McQuire signed a 
part of tho names to the notes, and that 
he signed the balance. 
McGuire was 


then .sworn, and under oath denied 
having had anything to do with the 
transaction, though he knew that It waa 
to be done. 
He confessed to having 


been in the company of MoOurdy, and 
said that they were arranging to go to 
Texas together. 
After hearing all the 


evidence In tho case, the court held Mr, 
McGulro to ball In tho sum of one 
thousand dollars, in default of which he 
was committed to jail. 


Close Dp.—The mayor has not issued 


any formal proclamation with reference
